To ensure proper consideration of prior Taiwanese Patent Publication No. 
87218399 (cited on page 1 of the specification), Applicants are requested to provide a 
copy of the above document in response to this Office action. 

Drawings Objection 

1 . The drawings are objected to because: 

(1) In Fig. 1 , reference numeral "27" has not been described in the specification. 

(2) In Fig.3A, reference numeral "25" (the one below "10") should read -13- (i.e. 
a protrusion rather than a recess). 

(3) In Fig.4A, the lead line for reference numeral "25" should point to a recess 
rather than to a protrusion (note Fig.3A). 

2. The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .83(a). The drawings must show 
every feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, the spring (cited in 
claim 1 ) must be shown or the feature(s) canceled from the claim(s). No new matter 
should be entered. 

Corrected drawing sheets are required in reply to the Office action to avoid 
abandonment of the application. Any amended replacement drawing sheet should 
include all of the figures appearing on the immediate prior version of the sheet, even if 
only one figure is being amended. The figure or figure number of an amended drawing 
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should not be labeled as "amended." If a drawing figure is to be canceled, the 
appropriate figure must be removed from the replacement sheet, and where necessary, 
the remaining figures must be renumbered and appropriate changes made to the brief 
description of the several views of the drawings for consistency. Additional replacement 
sheets may be necessary to show the renumbering of the remaining figures. The 
replacement sheet(s) should be labeled "Replacement Sheet" in the page header (as 
per 37 CFR 1 .84(c)) so as not to obstruct any portion of the drawing figures.

Objection to the Specification 

The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: 

(1 ) On page 5, line 20, "blade bodylO" should read --ring body 20--. 

(2) On page 6, line 5, "shaft ring body 11" should read --shaft ring body 20--. 
Appropriate correction is required. 

Claims Rejection - 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph 

1 . The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 
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2. Claims 1-5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

(1) In claims 1-5, line 1, the claimed (blade) shaft is misleading. The preamble 
should be amended to call for --blade shaft mounting structure--. As the disclosed 
invention is understood, the invention is directed to a mounting structure that mounts 
the blade body to the ring body of a scissor blade. 

(2) In claim 1 , lines 3 and 7, "the body" is vague. The phrase should read -the 
blade body-. 

(3) In claim 1 , "the rod element" (at line 8), "the ring face" (at line 9) and "the 
recess" (at line 10) lack clear antecedent basis. 

(4) In claim 2, "the arch-shaped rod element" has no antecedent basis. 

(5) In claim 3, "the recess", "the connection end face", "the center through hole" 
and "the concentric shape shallow slot" lack clear antecedent basis. 

(6) In claim 4, "the connection end face" has no antecedent basis. 

(7) In claim 5, "the ring face", "the stationary side", "the positioning element" lack 
clear antecedent basis. 

Indication of Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-5 would be allowable if rewritten or amended to overcome the 
rejection(s) under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, set forth in this Office action.
